Miss Calla, who in private life is 
Mrs. Paul Roy, cam e here several 
days ago and has since made her 
home with 
her cousin, George 
E. 
Hodgdon, a dealer in automobile sup­ 
plies. 
A few days before her hus­ 
band sailed for France she called at 
his apartments, but he was not in. 


Obtained W arrant For Husband. 


She did not see him at any time here 
and had not lived with him, she said* 
since the death of her brother, George 
A. Carkins, on Jan. 2. 
She engaged 
counsel in this city and obtained a 
warrant for the arrest of her husband, 
which was afterward sent to Rome. 
The statem ent by her husband, cabled 
from Paris, in which he asserts that 
his brother-in-law was killed in self- 
defense, led Miss Calla to give her 
version of the tragedy. 
“I'll tell you the whole story,” said 
the singer. 
“I m et my husband in 
Paris, where his father is a large 
dealer in horses. 
W e were married 
in the city hall in Boston last Octo­ 
ber. 
We f^ent to Newington, N. H., 
where my mother has a home. 
“On the night of Jan. 2 my brother, 
Mr. Roy and m yself intended to go to 
a concert. 
My husband wanted me to 
wear an automobile veil, as we were 
going to the concert in our automo­ 
bile. 
I said I’d wear a hat.

When I opened the door of the kitch­ 
en where they had been, my brother 
staggered out toward me, extending 
his right hand and saying: ‘Peachy, 
I’m shot.’

stun on inland waterways, appointed j 
by him last summer, places him on' 
record behind every project and find­ 
ing by that body. 
The com m ission 
wants action to rescue the waterways 
from railroad control and co-operation 
with all carriers to bring about proper 
relations between rail and water trans­ 
portation, one as supplemental to the 
other. 
It wants the rivers improved 
with an eye at once to transportation, 
power, irrigation, reclamation, purifi­ 
cation of water supplies, conservation 
of resources and national defense. 
President 
Roosevelt, in 
indorsing 
the com m ission’s report, really reit- j 
orates a policy he long has stood for 
and often explained. 
The commission wants a permanent 
national commission to take charge ot 
this work in place of the several bu 
reaus of the government which are 
now in charge. 
It would have a thor 
ough 
investigation 
along 
all 
these 
lines and of the monopolization of wa­ 
ter power rights. 
The 
commission would 
have the 
M ississippi made an "arm of the sea.” 
President Roosevelt declares funds 
should

work, even if a bond issue is neces 
sary. 
General Mackenzie, chief of engi­ 
neers, U. S. A., agrees with the com­

currency, but honeRt and legitimate

Senator Nelson’s speech was an ar­ 
gument in support of his amendment 
providing for the guarantee of de­ 
posits in national banks, and he took 
occasion to sharply criticise present 
banking methods. 


Not Caused by Lack of Money. 
Declaring that the trouble with the 
country during the recent currency 
exigency was not caused by a lack of 
money, but by the difficulty of keep­ 
ing it in circulation, Mr. Nelson an­ 
alyzed the banking conditions last fall 
and drew the Inference that the crisis 
originated in the East and not in the 
Most, 
lie spoke of “loafers” In New 
York who live on stock manipulation. 
Thirty-eight per cent of the money in 
New York was at the time of the 
panic-, lie declared, loaned on call or 
demand notes, a kind of loan, he said, 
that is made only on stocks and is 
not available for business men. 
Saying that the banks had taken a 
great deal of credit for the importa­ 
tion of gold during the panic, be un­ 
dertook to show that the $100.000,000 
of gold imported was sent here upon 
bills of lading to pay for wheat and 
cotton that had been sent abroad and 
contended that therefore the banks 
deserved no credit in that connection. 
"The only way the bankers stopped 
tho panic," he said, “was by violat­ 
ing tlie law and holding up deposi­ 
tors.” 
The proposition to Insure deposits, 
he said, was met bv big banks with 
a protest against placing the little 
banks that were on a lower level on 
the same level with them. 
“Those big banks,” he declared with 
emphasis "are getting on a high horse 
and say nothing should be done to 
protect depositors.” 
“Great G od'“ he exclaimed, "the 
panic demonstrated that the big bank­ 
ers are on the lowest level.” 
He was surprised, he said, that the 
chairman of the finance committee 
had put no provision In his bill to pre­ 
vent a repetition of the lawless prac­ 
tices of tlie banks as pursued in the 
panic, although he had deplored that 
lawlessness.

CONGO INDEPENDENT STATE 


British House of Commons Wants Its 
Control Transferred. 
London. 
Feb. 
27.—The 
house 
of 
commons after a short debate adopted 
a resolution asking the government 
to “do all in it a power to secure the 
transfer of the control of the Congo 
independent 
state and, failing such 
transfer within reasonable time, as­ 
suring the government of parliament’s 
hearty support of any measures that 
it might be necessary for the British 
government to take, either alone or in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
powers 
that 
signed the Berlin act, to ensure the 
effective 
carrying 
out 
of 
its 
pro­ 
visions.” 
Speeches on both sides of the house 
severely indicted tile existing admin­ 
istration of the Congo independent 
state and urged the government to 
tak^ steps to leave the Belgian gov 
eminent in no doubt regarding the 
settled determination of the people 
to assert Great Britain’s treaty rights 
Sir Edward Grey, in a speech sympa­ 
thizing with the terms of the resolu­ 
tion, 
repudiated 
on 
behalf of 
the 
government any desire to establish 
political or territorial claims or do 
anything directed against the Belgian 
people. 
No transfer, he said, would 
be satisfactory unless it gave the Bel­ 
gian parliament a free hand and full 
control. 
It would he Impossible for 
Great Britain to take the initiative 
while the discussion on the Congo 
question was proceeding between King 
Leopold and his people. 
“But,” he 
added, “this government will always 
welcome the co-operation of the oth­ 
er powers, and if at the close of the 
Belgian parliament session we have to 
deal with the existing government of 
Congo unchanged, we must be free to 
deal with the questions arising out of 
our own treaty rights in our own 
way."

Adm iral Capps Replies to th# Reuter 
dab I Article. 
Washington, Feb. 27.—Just how far 
the senate committee on naval affairs 
will go into criticisms of battleship 
construction will he determined at an 
executive 
session. 
Rear 
Admiral 
Washington Lee Capps, chief construc­ 
tor of the navy, has concluded his 
statement in reply to and in refuta­ 
tion of the Reuterdahl article and it 
was agreed to call Rear Admiral Ma­ 
son, chief of the bureau of ordnance, 
to meet the criticisms made by Mr. 
Reuterdahl of turret construction an 
ammunition hoists. 
Chairman Hale read a letter re­ 
ceived from Colonel S. L. McClure, 
suggesting that Lieutenant Comman­ 
der Vogelsang, whom he designated 
as an expert In regard to turrets, and 
Lieutenant Commander Hill, designat­ 
ed as an expert in the distribution of 
arn'or plate, be called as witnesses. 
Colonel McClure states that neither 
of these officers had in any manner 
contributed to the Reuterdahl article. 
Mr. Hale said that he deemed the re­ 
quest proper and that he had given as 
surance that the two officers would 
he called. 
Both are now in Washing­ 
ton, 
lieutenant 
Commander Vogel­ 
sang being in command of the May­ 
flower, familiarly known as President 
Roosevelt’s yacht. 
It practically has 
been settled that all officers of the 
navy whose names have been connect­ 
ed with the recent criticisms of con­ 
struction shall he called and that Col­ 
onel McClure also shall be given an 
opportunity to appear and make a 
statement. 
In concluding his testimony, Rear 
Admiral Capps showed that the pro­ 
vision of the naval appropriation act 
of 1906, requiring the department to 
receive plans and specifications for 
battleships from private naval archi­ 
tects. had been complied with in the 
cases of the two big ships of the 
Delaware class, the largest yet au­ 
thorized by the United States.

tional banks to make demand of other 
loans or give credit on their books to 
operators on any stock exchange to 
be used in dealings on the exchange. 
Mr. Culberson then denounced the 
pending currency bill. 
“The operation 
of this bill,” he declared, “will give 
additional power to these machina­ 
tions 
of 
lawlessness, 
support 
and 
create such financial disturbances.” He 
contended that the bill would make a 
market for securities, which wa* what 
the 
“financiers” 
w'ant. 
What 
was 
needed, he contended was not more 
currency, but honest and legitimate 
banking 
unassociated 
with 
“high 
finance.” 
Senator Nelson’s speech was an ar­ 
gument in support of his amendment 
providing for the guarantee of de­ 
posits in national banks, and he took 
occasion to sharply criticise present 
banking methods. 


Not Caused by Lack of Money. 
Declaring that the trouble with the 
country during the recent currency 
exigency was not caused by a lack of 
money, but by the difficulty of keep­ 
ing it in circulation, Mr. Nelson an­ 
alyzed the banking conditions last fall 
and drew the inference that the crisis 
originated in the East and not in the 
West. 
Ile spoke of “loafers” In New 
York who live on stock manipulation. 
Thirty-eight per cent of the money in 
New York was at the time of the 
panic, he declared, loaned on call or 
demand notes, a kind of loan, he said, 
that is made only on stocks and is 
not available for business men. 
Saying that the hanks had taken a 
great, deal of credit for the importa­ 
tion of gold during the panic, he un­ 
dertook to show that the $100,000,000 
of gold imported was sent here upon 
hills of lading to pay for wheat and 
cotton that had been sent abroad and 
contended that therefore the banks 
i deserved no credit in that connection, 


j 
“The only way the bankers stopped 
the panic,” he said, “was by violat­ 
ing the law and holding up deposi­ 
tors.” 
Th# proposition to Insure deposits, 
he said, was met by big hanks with 
a protest against placing the little 
hanks that were on a lowTer level on 
the same level with them. 
“These big banks," he declared with 
emphasis, “are getting on a high horse 
and say nothing should be done to 
protect depositors.” 
“Great G od'” he exclaimed, “the 
panic demonstrated that the big bank­ 
ers are on the lowest level.” 
He was surprised, he said, that the 
chairman of the finance committee 
had put no provision In his bill to pre­ 
vent a repetition of the lawless prac­ 
tices of the banks as pursued in the 
panic, although he had deplored that 
lawlessness.

his bond at $50,000.
